The suceess of Amoeriean millers and
nunnfaeturers  in the  preparation of
food novelties  from  various parts of
graing awd plants prepares one for the
Lellef that the time may not be distant
when  shredded  cornstalks or mineed
hazelbrush  will  be sorved as a table
delleney.  The great vaviety of broad-
stlfa  offered  the  lhousewife  gives
promilse of other milling trinmphs, with
newer machinery and contlnued intelll-
gent blending of products.  But  this
Intter mixing process must not bhe con-
founded  with  ordinary adulterations,
Food mixing 18 as often legitimate as
otherwise,

A recent Berlin dispateh states that
“the agrarlan press warns the publie
against purchasing or using Amerlean
wheat or flonr, elaiming that the Intter
I ndmittedly grossly adulterated with
madze, thus rendering it infevior in qnal-
Ity and Infurlous to health,”  This {5 in
line with the well understood polley of
the German agrarvinn press to discredis
ull Ameriean agricultural products, The
fnmmediate exense for the assertion was
undonbtedly e appearance of & eclren-
Inr divected to Ameriean millers by a
glueose company offering cornstarel for
utixing with flowe, and making the elaim
that this mixlng could be done with
profit amd the quality of the flour he
fiproved al the spme time,  While the
almixture of cornstareh into the flour
sack has not yot bheecome common, there
can be no objection to It on the grouml
of healtl, for corn Is a8 good o fond In
fs way as wheat., 17 any objeetion s
uiade 1t shoold e agadonst eoncealment
of the fact of ndxing, Mixed  bread-
stidls should net be sold as pure—sail
nider false colors to the lujury of trade
at bhome and abrond.

At the Al e thme  complalnt
ahout the mixing of American
hreadstuds  comes with  poor  grace

from Germany, where hread from pups
whent tour is a mrity. The laboring
people have ouly rye bremd, and mueh
aof the bread sold s made from wixed
rye and wheat flour, inferior In every
way o the bread Amerieans use dally,
Even fn Englund good wheat bread is
ot always w be had, The French and
Duteh Isikers In London bake the bhest
white bread and get fop priees for i,
while mneh of the broad sold in London
and in the luterior towns 18 from a mix-
ture of all grades of four.

Amerlean milllers and man-
ufdetnrers have everything to gnin by
adherenee to strict honesty in dealing
with the publie.

AS TO POSTAL REFURM,

Postimaster Genernl Gary follows the
example of several of his predecessors
In urging reform in regard to the trans-
portation in the mails of “second class™
matter, This  Includes  newspapers,
magnzines and perfodieals published not
less than four times o year when mailed
to regular subscribers and pays 1 cont
per pound postage: also “county free”
newspapers, one copy to ench subscriber
in the county where the newspaper Is
publishedl.  The postmaster  general
states that the handling of this matter
during the last figeal year cost the conn-
try $20,000,000, while the revenue de-
rived therefrom was only $3,000,000, He
declares thnt If the present system of
secotul-elass mall matter transportation
Is maintalned It will eventually swamp
the pevenue of the postal sorviee.

It 1= not the privileges of legitimate
newspapers and perfodicals that bharden
the service. but the carringe of bulky
mittter not contemplated by the orlginal
legislntion on  the subject. A vast
amount of printed matter has been ad-
mittedd to the malls as of the secomd
elass that in the opinion of the present
postmaster general and severnl of his
predecessors never should have heen al-
Iowed this elassifieation.  Mr. Wana-
maker strongly wrged o change  that
would relieve the postal serviee of this
burden and Mr. Wilson  wils, cqunlly
cmphatle in his roport last year in the
opinion that reform in this direction is
absolutely necessary, if the postal sery-
e I8 ever to bo mnde self-supporting.
The defielt for the last fiseal yenr was
over SILOGLO000 amd an exeess of ex-
pendifures over teceipts will not only
be the perennial comdition i there 1= no
change in regard to second clnss matter,
bk will annually Inerease.

A DI was reported in the Pifty-fonrth
congress intended  to secure the sug-
gested reform, but it met suelh o vigor-
ous opposition from the beneticinries of
the preseat arrangement ithat nothing
cane of It The author of the measure,
Mr. Lowd of California, stated that the
Cost 1o the government of earrying this
class of mutter had amounted In ten
years o S20,000,000,  According to the
fiznres of Postmaster General Gary it
will imount to considerably more than
this In the next ten years, Uhe I'hila-
delphia Ledger, referving approvingly to
the reform vecommendad, says: It Is
not intended that the Postoflice depart-
ment shall be o money-making instito-
tion and o source of profit to the coun-
try. It should be selt-supporting, low-
ever, and would e under statesmanlike
legislation, without departing from the
legithinate field of postal Denefits.'

A NATIONAL II.'\'_.f-I’J-IMRIT'l'.
The project of a great national uni-

versity in the eity of Washington Is
neain attracting  publie attention. A

numhber of prominent women have taken
hold of the matter and propose to raise
oquartor of a millon of dollars for the
proction of o hallding to form the puclens
of they university, this amount to be se-
cured through popular subseriptions, to
which the school ehildren of the country
will e ealled upon to contribute, 1t Is
proposed to Lol o convention of wormen
at the nantional capital early next month
to further the wovement,

The idea of o national university is
alwost as old as the government and
It ad the endorseoment of many of the
stufesmen of the early days of the re-
publie.  The project now has the ap-
proval of some of the most eminent men
In the country and a select eommittee
of the senate during the Pifty-fourth
congress reported a bl for establishing
such an institution.  Its advocates arge
that it Is hmpossible for private or de-
nominational enterprise, no matter how
generous aml broad In seope, to erente
an nstitation of learning which could so
nearly lead the van in all great lines of
hmman progress as o university might
whiclhh had the prestlge of the United
States to support it and give it standing
throughount the world, They hellove that
such an institution would In n com-
paratively short time take rank with the
very greatest conters of learnlng, sinee
It would bave the advantages of the
povernient  treasures,  sclentitie  and
other, alrendy in Washington and enjoy
the boundless opportunities for growth
wilileh would come not ouly from the
resourees and pride of the nation, aet-
ing through congress, but from the he-
quests amd gifts of Amevicans inspived
by natiounl patriotism and g desire to
promote the highest edueation, In the
view of the promoters of a unational
uwniversity it wmight in time lead the
worli's progress In research and in the
appliention of knowledge,

The praposed plan of such an instlio-
tion contempliates the estublishment of
special sehiools for gradontes of ordinary
colleges and the bullding up of a group
of related uaniversity depoagvtments In
which it =hall be possible for all sto-
doents to carey their work as far us they
e in any other center of learping in
the workd, Tt Is thought that the need
of post-graduate study in European uni-
yversities, which now takes great num-
bers of American college men abroad,
will be largely removed.  Certalnly the
project as thus presented has an exeeed-
ingly attractive aspect nnd appeals at
onee 1o national pride and patiotism,
But apposition to It is to be expected on
various grounds, It Las already been
urged that the project s outside the
functions of the government aud this s
perhaps the most formldable objection,
though there are others of wmore or less
welght and sigulficance, as the danger of
partisan contral or jntucences and the

The sapreme cguet of the  Unlted |

States has In gffeet Qeclared the antl
trost Inw engeted n 1800 to be Innde
mate, &0 far a4 the monopolistie comn-
binntions angl tetistd gee concerned,  The
efforts that have liﬂ‘-ll made to onforee
the lnw agninst sugh combinations have
falled nnd it sieeident that unless the
lnw is to remain proetically a dend letter
it will have to be amended, 1t hias been
made applicable (o suely connniions of
Fdlronds engaged in intersta (e conimence
as the Teansmissourl associmtion, bt
this glves the lnw g wery limited scops
and falls far short of what was In-
tended.  Designed to prevent and sup.
press  comblnations, conspiracles, con-
tracts and agrecients [h vestralnt of
trade, It has utterly failed of i€ purpose
and the trusts continne to donclsh as if
there had been no leglslation declaring
them legal. Sueh a shiuation is vir
tunlly o confession thit the nationnl gov-
crnment s powerless to protect the peo-
ple Mrom the exactlons and the oppres-
slon of monopoly,

The attorney general in the Cleveland
administeation, Judge Harmen, in a com-
munication to congress In response to a
resolution, sald that as constrned by the
suprome court the antl-trust Inw does
not apply to the most COMPLTG manapn-
lHes aeguired by unlawrml combinnilons
of concerns which ar> natureally com-
petitors.  The power of conrgress to rean-
lnte interstate commerce  may be ex-
fended to the proiuets of these combina-
tlons entering into  commerer boiween
the states, but this 1s vot Jdons by the
act of 1880 and the attorney  generil
stated that the Himitation of the present
Inw enables the combinations to eseape
from  both «tate and federal  govern-
ments, the former hoaving no authoriy
over interstate comumeres and the latter
having aathority over nothing else, It
was further pointed out that the conrts
had Dield that the Shovman antd frust
law, which uses general terms with no
attempt fo define them, made nothing
unlawful which was not unlawrml be-
fore, but merely provided pupishimenr
for such agrecments and conspiracies
agalnst trade and  commerce as  the
courts have always refused (o enforee
botween the parties.

The attorney general sugeested an
amendment  which would make elear
what Is meant by monopolies, hy at-
tempting to monppolize and by contracts,
combinations aml 'eonspiracivs In re-
stealnt of e or, commerce, It was
further suggested that congress enaet
a8 a rule of evidence that the purchnse
or combination In any form ol onter-
prises in diferont states which  were
competitive  before. such  purchase or
combination shall be prima facie evi-
dence of an attempt to monopolize, Tt
was urged that A shmilar provision
shrould be made with respect to well
known methods  of  dolng  business
thronghout the i_-fmulr,\'. as practiced by
the Sugar trust and some others, which
are designed to deprive dealers of -
orty of teade and compel them to be
Ingirnments of commereinl eonspiracy.
These sngrestions. the result of a eare-
ful study of the law in the lght of jn-
dieial decisions, received no considern-
tlon from eongress,

The present administration 1s plodged
to the enforcoment of existing  law
agninst trosts and  combinations  and
whatever additional legislatlon of this
nature may be enacted.  There is no
doubt of the sincerity of this pledge, but
in view of the failure of past efforts to
enforee the lnw It Is rensonably 1o be
expected  that  the administeation wil
hesitate to fnsthitute proceedings against
the trasts, involving great expense to
the  government, with the law in its
present form, It I8 to be presumed that
President MeKinley will have something
to sy on this subject in his annual moes-
sage, but at all events it 18 o matier
which should pot be neglected by the
pPresent congress.

Whisky has been termed tho
national drink of the Unlted States, This
preference has been ascribed to the nervous
temperament of the Americans, thelr fast
way of living and their desire to obtaln con-
centrated effect. Every lperease In the an-
nudl consumption of malt liguors In this
oountry has been hailed with satisfaction by
the theorists, on the ground that It was a
sfign that the peaple of the United Btates
were cooling down, slackening the apesd of
thelr living and otherwise becoming more
equable in temperament,

This theory will find lttle confirmation in
the statement of the commissioner of Inter-
nul revenue for the fscal year eoaded Juoe
a0, It Is ghown in this renort that as oom-
pared with the previcus year there wis un
Increaso of revanne of $1,348472 from dis-
tilled spirits conrumed and a decrease of
ahout the same amount in the revenue from
fermented lgoaors consumed, Tae curlous
fact s also shown that there was a decrease
in the production of distilled spirits of 62,-
406,648 gallons, whloh rendered ldle 3,060 dis-
tilling plunts. There was also a decrease of
1,306,448 barrels In the production of heer,
At the same time this marked de¢reuse in
the amount of lguor consumed was tiking
place, there was not a thousaud dollars dif-
ference in the thirty or mere mililong of
rovenus derlved from tobaccoes of all kinda,
domestle and foreign, 1o, other words, the
Amoeriean people smoked as much last year
as they A10 the year before, but they took
many milllon more drinks of disillled and
less of malted lguors, What liguor they did
drink was of & more flery character in pro-
portion to the amount consumed thap Is
ahown by the records of many years previous

All kinds of theories can be bolstered up
by statlsties of vonsumptior, but it will be
difficult to acoount for the apparent peouling
change In the drinking habits of ths Amari
oan people. It is really doubiful whether the
flgures prove much of anything at all, -
copt that thers was not so much money spent
on llquor. The locrease ln the consumption of
spiritous liguor may be accounted for by the
fact that those who buy the bhigher priced
brauds, on which the duty Is grestest, were
still able to buy, while & short supply of eash
to those who used fermented llguors meant
almply greater abstemlouspess. These fig-
ures, bowever, may be twisted to it any
theory and anyone who so desires maey use
them 40 feed his particular Hobby on the
ldrint guestion,
